LEGION ESSAY CONTEST 

We are pleased to print below an¬ 
other of the prize essays in the Can¬ 
adian Legion, Vulcan branch, contest. 

■ The world is a singular place. You 
olten think you have an extensive 
knowledge, and frequently it is discon 
certing to discover the limitations of 
ti nt knowledge. Do you for example 
know “Thg Truth About the War”? 
Here it is: 

The sentimental views concerning 
the entry of America into the war are 
high-sounding, but unfortunatley per¬ 
fidious. The declaration passed by 
the Germans, January 31, 1917, was 
far from sentimental.- “The German 
Government extends the scope of the 
maritime operations by declaring an 
unrestricted blokade of Great Britain, 
and any ships, allied or neutral, trav¬ 
elling to the parts of Great Britain, 
were to be sunk on sight.” It grew 
to lie less sentimental than even be¬ 
fore, when the Germans enacted on it. 
Neither was it because of altruism 
and brotherly-feeling that Woodrow 
Wilson addressed the joint session, 
April 1917. “We enter the war only 
because we are clearly forced into it 
and because there are no other means 
of defending our rights.” 

General Reilly has 'observed: “The 
lack of Allied succes on the front was 
due to the failure to enforce a draft 
law and their refusal to move their 
troops away from the channel. Yet 
they had enough men to spare for for 
eign expeditions.” The French fleet 
was concentrated on the Mediterran¬ 
ean, the English in the North Sea and 
Channel. When the crisis of 1914 
rose, the English felt bound to reas¬ 
sure France she would aid hpr if 
necessary. As for the remote cam¬ 
paign, remember that the five divis¬ 
ions sent to Italy alone surpass the 
number of Americans divisions in ac¬ 
tion eighteen months after they enter¬ 
ed the war. 

Mr. Reilly also states: “If either is 
to make a criticism of the other as a 
result of the last war, we are the ones 
entitled to do it.” 

Can they criticize our men? let 
Owen Lister, American, reply “If 
Americans enlisted in proportion to 
tlie British, considering the difference 
ir. population, the American army- 
should have contained over thirteen 
million men.” We can add, on No¬ 
vember 11, 1918, the English had six- 
ty-two divisions on the Western 
Front, while records only show of 
twenty-five American divisions in ac-

A poll may be demanded by any four ratepayers of a rural school 
district, by any ten ratepayers of a village school district by any twen 
ty ratepayers of a town, consolidated or rural high school district, but 
no poll may be demanded when the loan is for the purpose of bulding 
a first school house and does not exceed— 

(a) in any district other than a consolidated district, $2,000. 

(b) in a consolidated district, $5,000. 

Every demand for a poll should be delivered to the Secretary of the 
district, or in his absence, to the Chairman of the Board of Trustees, 
within fifteen days from the date of posting of these notices. A cer¬ 
tified copy of the demand should be forthwith forwarded to the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners of Alberta at Edmonton.

IMMORAL LITERATURE 


The hectic discussions on the. “I’m 
Alone” case, have produced the argu¬ 
ment that Canada should co-operate 
with United States in stemming the 
flow of Canadian liquor across the 
border. They consider that Canada 
by permitting the American citizen 
to get Canadian liquor is undermining 
his morale. There may be truth in 
the argument. But how about the 
reverse side. Canadian youth is be¬ 
ing corrupted quite as surely by the 
flood of low and demoralizing litera¬ 
ture which pours into Canada from 
across the line. The highest types of 
American journal and the lowest, 
alike have free entry. But Which is 
more widely read ? Ask . any news¬ 
dealer. 

The National Council of Education 
in Vancouver, in discussing this 
alarming influence on Canadian youth 
chose at random a Vancouver news¬ 
stand, and by means Y>f moving pic¬ 
tures presented to the Council the 
publications sold and the relative 
sales value. The evidence was suf¬ 
ficiently shameful. Many of the 
magazines and newspapers having 
greatest sales featured immorality, 
sensuality, violence and crime. 

Editorial writers through Canada ar e 
urging that the government take in¬ 
stant action in stemming this flood of 
literature before national spirit and 
all regard for honor and ideals, be¬ 
come blurred. 

The Hanna Herald asks pertinently 
“Are we to continue to allow a situa¬ 
tion infinitely more important to 
Canada than the sinking of a hun¬ 
dred “I’m Alone’s” to continue with¬ 
out official attention ? Ottawa should 
heed the handwriting on the wall, 
lest this become a national iss 
erthrowing a government so unfpind- 
ful of national safety.” 


OUR LOCAL STORES 


AVIATION 


At the end of 1928, there were 
three times the number of planes in 
operation in Canada than there were 
at the beginning of the year, and 
nearly five times as many pilots. Air 
harbors had doubled. The prophecy is 
that in 1930, Canada will have 1000 
planes a nd 1000 pilots to fly them. 

The Flying Clubs for the year have 
shown activity, the aircraft issued by 
the government in constant use and 
average daily flying time high. 

Sixteen clubs have been granted 
planes. These operate thirty-four 
aircraft, twenty-nine of government 
issue and five provided by themselves. 

A British firm making light planes 
for clubs and individual use, deliver¬ 
ed sixty-two planes in 1928, and at 
the beginning of 1929 had more than 
this number on order. A coast to 
•coast air .mail linking up, is definitely 
in sight. 

United States and Canada have un¬ 
ited aircraft interests, in the estab¬ 
lishment of a large factory on the 
outskirts of Montreal. Another fac¬ 
tory will also build probably at Mon¬ 
treal for the manufacture of planes 
for Canadian use. It is expectedhthat 
these planes will be in demand also 
in .other parts of the British Empire. 


Those who argue for a Central 
Bank in Canada will find it hard to 
convince Canadians that the Federal 
Reserve Board has handled the Amer¬ 
ican credit situation as well as Cana¬ 
dian banks have handled our own. 


One feature of the town, of which 
we may well be proud, is the shop 
window display. Up and down the 
streets, the winows succeed each 
other, each presenting attractive 
goods, skillfully arranged. It is ap¬ 
parent that window display is a matter 
of careful study with local merchants 
It will be remembered that in those 
good old days which we so often re¬ 
call, the store windows of the average 
small town were a drooping, doleful 
spectacle—begrimed and uninviting, 


What a different attitude is shown 
by the modem business man. His 
wares are arranged with regard for 
the season’s activities, for harmony 
of color and general effect. He is ev¬ 
er alert for current demand, and this 
important method of advertising his 
wares must require no small amount 
of thought and talent. 

Locally, there is scarcely a window 
that does not draw the admiration of 
the most casual eye. And each win¬ 
dow is eloquent of the experience 
that has gone into purchasing; the 
learning of what to buy, and when, 
and how; the never-ending gamble of 
gauging the errant unaccountable pub 
lie taste; the secret of quick turnov¬ 
ers. 

The commodities of the wide world 
are on display in windows, on coun¬ 
ters and on shelves. A crop failure in 
China, a frost in CalifornijtT'lT'hlight 
in Italy, have all reaction in our local 
shops. Freight charges must be stud¬ 
ied. New products must be risked. 
On every shelf in every store lie stor¬ 
ies that may be followed, like links 
of a chain half round the globe. 

These are the days of relentless 
competition when the best that a man. 
can give in intelligence and exper¬ 
ience must be turned into his business 

The alert and successful manage¬ 
ment of local business places, has fre 
quently been commented upon by vis.- 
itors and travellers in the town. It 
is well for townspeople to give con¬ 
sideration to the ceaseless effort 
which is required to build up and 
maintain this enviable "outside” rep¬ 
utation. 


PLANTING^ TREES 

“Arbor Day” was bom in the prai¬ 
rie part of Eastern Nebraska. Our 
great empty plains have great oppor¬ 
tunity to profit from using the day 
for the purpose for which it is annu¬ 
ally proclaimed a provincial holiday. 
In reality it is not a holiday, but a 
day set aside for specialized labor on 
the part of every citizen—the plant¬ 
ing and care of trees. - 

Experience at the Dominion Experi 
mental Station, Morden, Manitoba, 
shows that each season some improve¬ 
ment may be introduced in Arbor Day 
activities. In digging trees, three per 
sons with sharp spades or shovels 
may work together to advantage. Af 
ter cutting the roots at a foot or more 
radius from the tree and removing 
u trench of soil, then tKe three spades 
driven deeply down and inwards, the 
young trees or shrub may usually be 
neatly and efficiently lifted by work¬ 
ing in unison in three pryings, “one, 
two, three.” This pinches off the top 
root and raises the specimen with but 
small ripping of roots and bark. 

Trees set in the open places, where 
the air movements have free play 
tend to be blown toward the east by 
the prevailing winds. “As the twig 
is bent the tree is iryljned,” and good 
practice is to set the Specimen point¬ 
ing from ten to' twenty degrees into 
the west, or if it be an apple tree or 
Mountain Ash, it may be slanted 
southwest so that protection from sun 
scald of the trunk be. increased. 

Transplanted evergreens may well 
be given temporary shelter by shad¬ 
ing with an old sack, or piece of bur j 
lap, supported by stakes onthe south 
west side of the specimen for three 
or four weeks. 

Evergreens are expensive, and car¬ 
ry their foliage during this major op¬ 
eration which, in their instance, is 
performed without the advantage of 
.nature’s winter sleep of full dorman¬ 
cy, and this extra consideration of 
temporary shade is a wise and profit¬ 
able expenditure of labour. Each 
season many costly specimens are 
needlessly lost because no shade is 
given during the interim before their

’ • froots begin again to function freely 

and estabjish the plant in its new 
home. 

All trees should be planted before 
new leaf growth commences. If one 
transplants a larch tree when green 
leaves are showing^ the only results 
will be disappointment and personal 
exercise. This latter comes in two 
phases—the planting and later re¬ 
moving the corpse. 

New side growth is induced by prun 
ing. It is provident to clip back with 
clean smooth cuts all long roots. 
Strongest roots should be placed into 
the west, the direction of prevailing 
winds, where they^vill serve as anch-

It was remarked this week by an 
observer, that there are certain biief 
periods in the spring and fall, in 
most western towns, which are rather 
sad. These are the days before thresh 
ing and before spring work commen¬ 
ces, when laborers haunt the streets, 
waiting patiently for ^employment to 
open up.

Main Street these pilgrims gather, 
waiting for the weather to break 
right. Sometimes in groups, often 
alone; sometimes in conversation, of¬ 
ten silent; sometimes cheerful, more 
often grim and stoical. Onlookers, as 
the tide of steadV employment hur¬ 
ries by.

Who are they? Where do they 
come from ? Have they homes and 
families ? Is there some one waiting 
to hear from them? Are they Cana¬ 
dians in the making, struggling for 
foothold? Do they carry kindly 
thoughts of us? How little most of 
us know about them. We look, and 
looking, pass them by, hurrying to 
our good meals, our warm beds, our 
homes. To most of us, they are just 
laborers. 

Here is the plain story of one of 
them—a very simple, unheroic story, 
yet possibly more typical than we 
realize. He is a big kindly looking 
fellow, with wife, family of five child¬ 
ren and homestead 90 miles north of 
Edmonton. Every spring for the last 
few years, he has hit out south with 
the first break-up, in order to make 
a stake to carry the family through 
the winter. Last year he signed on 
near Blackie about the middle of Ap¬ 
ril, and was paid off the '16th of No¬ 
vember. He had $495 to lake home 
for farm necessities, taxes, provisions 
clothes. This spring about three 
weeks ago, he started south, taking 
from his diminished hoard enough 
only for railway fare to Edmonton. 
There he .travelled from house to 
house sharpening tools and lawn mow 
ers till he made his fare to Calgary. 
In Calgary, he did the same, pausing 
only long enough to get fare for High 
River, with a little extra. He was 
pressing south to be in time for the 
season. Arriving here, snow and 
frost confronted him, with everything 
at a standstill. Again he brought his 
simple equipment into service, going 
from house to house sharpening tools. 
He had an unconsciously persuasive ! 
salestalk and has done very well. By 
this time he has probably landed a 
good season’s job. 

His outlook is reasonable and un¬ 
complaining. He wants to start his | 
children well, and he warms to the: 
thought of his luck in having the 1 
school only a mile from the home-, 
stead. His wife is a thrifty French- I 
woman, tending the six cows and car-1 
rying the burdens of the farm work j 
while he is away. His wistful dream | 
is to have enough ahead that he can 1 
stay home with his family and farm | 
his own land. Next year lip may | 
make it. i 

His is mst^ a story of simple pion¬ 
eer effort, yet is anyone carrying on! 
in any more worthy fashion? And' 
outside of his employer, possibly, is , 
there any one to cheer him with a j 
friendly encouraging word? There 
may be many other laborers with j 
much the same story.

WHEAT POOL NEWS 

In an address given before the 
Lethbridge Board of Trade, E.E. Eis- 
enhauer, Wheat Pool fieldman, gave 
some information of particular inter¬ 
est to the business men of Lethbridge 
and surroupding towns. In the Leth¬ 
bridge railway division where the 
Pool had 31 elevators the surplus 
earnings returned to Pool members 
last fall amuonted to $205,586. With¬ 
in a radius of 65 miles of Lethbridge 
the excess earnings returned to the 
farmers amounted to over $145,000. 
Pool farmers at Coaldale received ov¬ 
er $10,000; Warner, over $11,000; Bar 
ons over $8,000. 

Alberta Co-operative Wheat Produc 
ers Limited changed., its name to the 
Alberta Wheat Pool, on Monday, Ap¬ 
ril 15th. This change was made large 
ly because the more lengthy official 
name has never been used, and the 
Whedt-Pool has been the recognized 
name, of the organization. This ap¬ 
plies to foreign countries as well as 
Canada, and it is doubtful if people in 
England, outside those who do direct 
business with the organization, would 
recognize Alberta Co-operative Wheat 
Producers as the Wheat Pool. 

Provost Pool elevator has passed 
Foremost in total handlings from the 
1928 crop, Foremost led the Alberta 
Pool list for some time, but the last 
official report from the elevator de¬ 
partment gave Provost handlings of 
368,000 and Foremost 367,000. 

In a recent talk given over the Al¬ 
berta Pool radio, O. Z. Buchanan, 
Western sales manager for the Wheat 
Pool, denied the published report that 
the Pool was tied up with a Japanese 
importing firm and could not sell 
wheat direct to China. Mr. Buchan¬ 
an stated that the Wheat Pool was 
not tied up with any one concern in 
the Orient and sold considerable quan 
tity of wheat to various Japanese 
mills this year direct.

Mary Roberts Rinehart has an ar¬ 
ticles in a current magazine on 
“Dude Ranches” which while it is 
written of the conditions in the West¬ 
ern States, is a faithful picture of an 
enterprise which has commenced, and 
will likely grow to greater propor¬ 
tions in our vicinity. 

“Every family vacation is a com¬ 
promise, and the dude ranch appears 
to be the best for the most people. 
Summer resort life of the convention¬ 
al sort has largely died. It was found 
e<i largely on the idea of buying pleas 
ure and much of the pleasure was 
meretricious. It’s theory and prac¬ 
tise were wrong for younger folk 
especially. Their days and nights be¬ 
came an orgy of feverish amusement 
and spending. 

The western ranch provides plenty 
to do, but directs activities into nor¬ 
mal channels. They cannot Spend. 
They are too weary to stay up all 
night and it is odd how quickly and 
happily they adjust themselves. 

Actually what the dude ranch is 
trying to do is to preserve as long as 
possible something of the old west. 
Partly sentiment, partly dollars and \ 
cents. It is beginning to need the 
tourist trade. And it is not easy to 
do. The West itself wants to forget 
its past. The Easterner is insistent 
on seeing a West which the West is 
trying to forget. He wants his cow¬ 
boy in chapps not overalls. He is dis 
appointed at finding paved streets in 
towns, straw hats and motor cars. He 
is indifferent to the civilization which 
has been worried with such travail 
out of the barren country, and search 
es for the crude living of the West. 

To meet this demand dude ranches 
try to combine comfort and atmos¬ 
phere. They just manage and no 
more to persuade their cowboys to 
wear everyday, the outfits they ordin¬ 
arily would keep fox\stampedes. They 
build rough log cabins, but have bath 
houses close at .hand. There are hor-l 
ses and saddles galore, but the horses 
are gentle. 

A dude ranch means riding. It 
does not imply horsemanship. Ie 
means learning to' sit in a broad safe 
saddle with large stirrups and to 
learn to communicate one’s desire to 
the horse.'""■ft" is this riding which is 
the secret of the development of the 
dude ranch. Like golf, it combines 
exercise with interest. 

Most dude ranches offer fishing. 
Sometimes the fishing is at the front 
door, sometimes a few miles off. But 
every trout fisherman knows that 
good fishing is^lways a few miles off. 
And in the fall there is usually shoot¬ 
ing. Most dude ranches lie in game 
country to adjust themselves to the 
pleasures of the autumn. 

One trouble in the great success of 
this western trek is that the West is 
afraid of being patronized.' The truth 
is, that it is now the West which is 
patronizing the East. The old scorn 
of the tenderfoot still lives and will 
not die. The West is the luring land 
of the great open spaces where, as 
Eddie Castor says, “men are men and 
women are glad of it.” 

Like the American West, the Cana¬ 
dian West is breaking on the East in 
a new light. We are emerging from 
the hardships of pioneering and seek 
to retain in a double grip the charms 
of the old, and the comforts of the 
new. To a great extent we are suc¬ 
cessful. Increasingly, Eastern Cana¬ 
dians are being attracted to the gran¬ 
deurs of the West. 

In the High River district, we are 
in a particularly fortunate position to 
share largely in this new trend. We 
are at the gateway of unequalled 
mountain scenery of fish and game 
country, of the Prince of Wales ranch, 
and in addition we are adjacent to 
one of the great oil fields of the 
world. How can we make the most 
of our location ?

Hon. O. L. McPherson states that 
the province of Alberta is prepared to 
complete the highway into Jasper 
Park this summer. The province is 
asking for ten mile stretch of the old 
C.N.K. roadbed for new work. It is 
said the Dominion Government will 
complete its share of the highway 
which will connect Edmonton with 
Jasper Park. 

There is a drive oh in Ontario to 
scrap the old fashioned stables that 
adorn the country church yards. The 
comment made is that tnere was nev¬ 
er any sacred associations connected 
with church sheds. A whole lot of 
useful trading and a good many thrif 
ty business deals were no doubt con¬ 
summated in these buildings. But no 
hallowed associations!

In point of turn over the Canadian 
Wheat Pools' represent the largest 
business in Canada. The membtership 
is 145,000 actual farmers in Alberta. 
The gross annual turnover is more 
than $880,000,000. The twelve Pool 
terminal elevators have a combined 
capacity of 33,606,000 bushels. The 
Pool elevators could hold at one time, 
about one fifth of thd normal western 
wheat production. The organization 
owns and operates 1417 elevators 
with a combined capacity of 62,660,- 
000 bushels.

HOW TO INCREASE YIELD 


Some farmers buy fertilizers to in¬ 
crease the yield of grain and then al¬ 
low smut to destroy a quarter or one- 
third of the crop. Those methods con 
i vince the boys .that there is no money 
in farming. The formalin treatment 
I for smut in oats is the simplest and 
! most inexpensive of all the operations 
necessary to combat insect and fung¬ 
ous pests; yet it is not an uncommon 
sight to see crops decreased a quar¬ 
ter or one-third in yield because of 
the neglect to treat. 

REGENT OIL WELL 

Regent No. 1 well in Turner Valley 
has been drilled to 3905 feet and is 
now on production test at considerab¬ 
ly over 100 barrels 6f naptha per day. 
The well is down 173 feet in the lime 
and it looks like a good well. No. 2 
well will be started at end of this 
week. It is planned to drill two more 
wells on the present Regent property 
making four Regent wells in all. At 
present production of over 100 barrels 
per days Mr. McDonald states that 
the Regent Oils are in a position to 
pay 10 per cent, dividend on the out¬ 
standing capital at present time on a 
basis of $1 per share.

(Continued from Front Page) 
tion. To be explicit, at no date up to 
the Armistice, did the Americans have 
one half the men in the face of the en 
emy as the British. 

Guns? Eighteen months after the 
Americans declared war, they only 
possessed a limited number of heavy 
guns and merely two hundred and 
nine, seventy-five m.m. of their own 
manufacture. England had ample 
reason to necessitate the speed of 
production of her artillery however. 

Air? Only six hundred and twenty 
eight American-made machines ever 
reached the front. British De Havi- 
land models, as opposed to the twenty 
two thousand English-made, English 
owned machines in use. 

Tanks ? America’s thirty-six heavy 
tanks and two h undred and eight 
tanks were British and French, respec 
tively. The first American made tank 
to reach France arrived a month af¬ 
ter Armistice. 

Navy? The main contributions of 
the American navy consisted of trans 
porting American troops to France. 

Thus, it is plain criticism is super¬ 
fluous but we would suggest General 
Reilly adopt -George Washington’s 
policy.

We have items concerning basket¬ 
ball, football, boxing and the newly 
constituted Vulcan Amateur Athletic 
Association.

IS SPREADING OUT 

The Calgary Power Co. has now 
almost completed with the distribu¬ 
tion systems at New Drayton, War¬ 
ner and Milk River. The line to 
serve the above places is under con¬ 
struction and it is anticipated that 
service will be available to patrons 
about the first of June. No doubt the 
advent of electricity in these towns 
will be much appreciated by the peo¬ 
ple and when lights are turned on it 
will prove a red letter day to all con¬ 
cerned. 

In making comparisons with re¬ 
gards to the use of electricity in High 
River for power and light purposes, 
it is interesting to observe that when 
the town disposed of its power plant 
to the Calgary Power Co. in 1926 the 
yearly output at the switchboard was 
225,000 k.w.hrs. The output in 1928 
was 450,000 k.w.hrs. making an in¬ 
crease of 225,000 k.w.hrs. in less than 
two years and a half. This increase 
was no doubt due to the cheaper rates 
being charged under the new manage- 
mentj, and the rate for power being 
6c per k.w.h.
